JUDGES ARE NEEDED AT HOME 


The Milwaukee Journal approved 


the suggestion of an attorney there 
"that three or four outside circuit judg- 
es be called into Milwaukee for a 
month or two to help clear up" the 
court calendar. The calendar at Mil- 
waukee it eighteen months behind. 
That is a situation of course that can- 
not be tolerated in Wisconsin. While 
we have faults, let us never hide our 
virtues, and one of them has been to 
deliver about as speedy justice as may 
be found in the country. 


But it will do Wisconsin no good 


to relieve the condition at Milwaukee 
if the rest of the state gets behind in 
its work by so doing. If Milwaukee 
hasn't enough circuit judges to handle 
the vast amount of litigation that nat- 
urally arises in a populous commu- 
nity, the legislature must make pro- 
vision for more. 


It is a handicap, and at times a 


downright infliction upon a community 
such as ours, to take its circuit judge 
away for a week or two to say nothing 
of several months. There is almost a 
constant necessity for the presence of 
such a judge in his own circuit be- 
cause there is a never-ending stream 
of motions, orders, and different forms 
of hearings having to do with eventual 
trials that require prompt and deci- 
sive action, ofttimes to the same ex- 
tent that a trial demands it. Ordi- 
narily, though not always, judges are 
responsible for but little of the delay 
that has crept into our own judicial 
system in Wisconsin because they have 
appreciated that the public interest 
imperatively demands a dispatch of 
judicial business with all reasonable 
speed, and that delay becomes in many 
instances as fatal to the administration 
of justice as the absence of any sys- 
tem at all. 


It is the duty of each judge to 


promptly decide all matters arising in 
his own circuit, and it is reasonably 
necessary that he do not absent himself 
therefrom over a protracted period. 
What Milwaukee appears to need is 
new judges, not those who must neg- 
lect their own people to run to her as- 
sistance.

NEW LIGHT ON POISON GAS 
A rather surprising1 commentary on 


the use of toxic gases in war developed 
from a lecture given by Colonel Gib- 
son before officers at Kansas City. 
Most persons envisage the use of poi- 
son gas with feelings of horror, but 
Colonel Gibson maintained gas to be 
more humane than other offensive 
weapons such as bullets, shrapnel and' 
high explosive shells. 


Figures quoted came from a research 


by the English, French, German and 
American governments into the effects 
or poison gas and disclose the compar- 
atively few fatalities resulting from 
its use and the high percentage of re- 
coveries. In the World war twelve 
men who suffered from gas attack re- 
covered 
compared 
to three 
from 


-wounds received from other causes. 
There were no arms or legs lost and 
no mutilation of bodies, the serious 
trouble being confined to eyes, throat 
and lungs. 


In early days of gas warfare cas- 


ualties were high due to inadequate 
protection. The British suffered es- 
pecially from the unexpected gas at- 
tack at Ypres but these casualties de- 
creased rapidly as protective equipment 
developed, so that today, according to 
Colonel Gibson, there is no toxic gas 
in use which wi!l penetrate the present 
gas mask. 


Xo weapon of war is humane, but 


gas as used thus far seems less in- 
human than many and if confined to 
battle lines, is subject to no argument 
for abolition that cannot be advanced 
with greater force against artillery, 
machine guns and aerial bombs. How- 
ever, its cruel character would be in- 
creased greatly if used against defense- 
less populations and there always re- 
mains the lurking danger that chemical 
science will produce deadly gases 
against which no practical defense is 
possible. 


Whatever be the decision of the 


Geneva Conference on chemical war- 
fare and whatever be the present sta- 
tus of toxic gas as a major weapon of 
offense there should be no cessation in 
the development of means for defense 
against it, for nations at war are ruth- 
less, and the will to win is a powerful 
incentive to disregard treaties and the 
humanities that might withhold a vic- 
tory.

on the other. 
Toe consensus, of opinion is <hat 


sot much is to be expected of stocks 
at this stage. The market has en- 
joyed a reasonable rally and some 
reaction would be entire::.- normaL 
The professionals who bought stocks 
earlier in the month nave not been 
able to dispose of them to the pub- 
lic, for there was no public in the 
market. That being the case, they 
are unwilling to carry their opera- 
lions further and have been gradual- 
ly lightening the load.

abroad, but even that buying ap- 
pears noiv to have been for specula- 
tive and not 
for investment ac- 


count? Stocks have not. been trans- 
ferred to their new owners' names 
and until they are so transferred 
they are a potential weakness. 


The only genuine investment buy- 


ing on any important scale has been 
in the bond market and even there 
only in the highest grade of issue. 


Outruns Business 


Then, too, the improvement in the 


stock market has outrun that in bus- 
iness generally. There is improve- 


• merit there but it is mostly in the 
smaller units and in places where it 
does not show in the accepted index- 
es. Car loadings, electric power pro- 
duction, and rate of operations In 
the steel mills are all approximately 
at the lows of the depression. Under 
the circumstances there is little in- 
centive to buy stocks except for 
trading purposes. 


Nevertheless there is a distinctly 


more optimistic atmosphere. For one 
thing banking troubles are believ- 
ed to be at an end. It is interesting 
to note that the stocks of the large 
Xew -York banks have shown better 
resistance to reactionary tendencies 
than corporation shares for a. long 
time now. Even the reductions in 
dividends on some of them have not 
materially disturbed the market for 
the shares. Hoarded money is re- 
turning to circulation and from the 
financial standpoint both here and 
abroad, as last week's rise in ster- 
ling exchange testifies, there is ev- 
ery reason for hopefulness. 


Another cause for congratulation 


is the strength in the bond market. 
That in itself has been a great help 
to the banks. Stock traders watch 
the bond market very closely these 
days and take their cue from the 
trading in fixed interest bearing ob- 
ligations. Unless there is a sharp re- 
versal of the movement in bonds it 
does not seem likely there will be 
any major decline in stocks.

I believe that girls and boys of 


fifteen need chaperonea. I would 
send them out under adult supervi- 
sion or they could stay at home. 
Children of that age are at the mer- 
cy of forces that they do not under 
stand. All our talking cannot make 
plain what 
only 
experience 
can 


teach. 
They must be 
protected 


against themselves tactfully, wisely, 
but surely. 


We ought to begin teaching- this 


self control to the children when 
they are little. Sex training ought 
to begin with the child's first ques- 
tion and be continued until it is no 
longer necessary about full adoles- 
cence. The fifteen year olds may 
have had this instruction but it has 
not functioned. They are too young. 


Of course there is no guarantee 


that the eighteen year olds are able 
to take care of themselves but we 
canrot help that. "We must let the 
children go and do the best they 
can with life as it comes to them. 
We cannot live their lives for them 
and there Is no guarantee that we 
could do better than they If we had 
the opportunity. These older chil- 
dren must be free of the chaper- 
one. 


My experience with young people 


makes me think that if they are de- 
termined to have their own way 
at eighteen, nobody, nothing, can 
stop them. There are many ways of 
evading supervision and authority 
and youth knows them all. After 
they arrive at full maturity they 
must be allowed full freedom. They 
have to learn to pilot 
themselves 


about and to accept the responsibil- 
ity for themselves. 


This is cold comfort for the anx- 


ious mother. All mothers want to 
save their children from hurt. "When 
there is a mistake made the mo- 
ther suffers far more than the child 
does. She attributes to him, or to 
her, feelings unknown to either of 
them. She pictures dreary prospects 
In the future and they do not. They 
live more in the present than she 
does and their thoughts are far dif- 
ferent from hers. They must go 
their own way. 


Mothers grieve because society 


holds them responsible for their chil- 
dren. Well, society Is often in the 
wrong. We all have dealt with ehil-' 
dren who took the open road in. spite 
of all we could do. There are some 
you can do it, and some you can't 
Just do your best and trust In the 
rightness of creation for the rest.

"somethfcgr like Washington's gar- 
den."This is a laudable ambition, per- 
haps, but one which few can real- 
ize, for Washington was one of the 
wealthy men of the 
colonies and 


lived accordingly. His intense love 
for ilount Vemon probably moved 
him to spend proportionately more 
in developing it than most wealthy 
men of the time spent on their es- 
tates. The ornamented and gardened 
area of ilount Vernon was approxi- 
mately 20 acres, including 
lawns, 


orchard, vegetable garden, tree and 
shrub plantings, and a flower gar- 
den and conservatory. 


But it would be difficult for a gar- 


dener to select 
a better exemplar 


than Washington, following him not 
in the varieties he planted or bow- 
many he planted, but rather in how 
he went about his planting and hov.- 
hs expressed himself in the develop- 
ment of Mount "Vernon, his home. 


Wide Collection of Trees 


The flower garden at_ ilount Ver- 


non certainly -was not a'typical colo- 
nial garden.
